The  object  ano eared  as  a lifcht*  The  object  v/as 
so  bri;":ht  I at  first  thoup;ht  it  was  Venus  but  as  anyone  Jmows  Venus 
at  this  time  of  year  is  not  even  close  or  even  on  the  horizen  line. 

At  first  r«:lance  appeared  as  a very  bright  star  end  v/hen  I put  the  B inocular r 
on  it, it  v/as  fuzzy  or  blTired  and  as  I kept  watchin^c  it  became  more  clearifer 
and  looked  to  have  somethinjnc  close  to  it.  The  object  looked  to  stand  still 
andchonfce  brightness, it  looked  to  lyive  off  a lot  of  that  anyle  hair  you 
use  at  Christmas , but  this  was  silver  or  fcray  color.  Then  a red  ball  of 
li^ht  left  the  main  part  of  the  object  and  went  to  the  ITorth  V/est. 

Then  there  were  silver  small  about  the  size  of  Pin  heads  objects  near  the 
Angle  hair  like  material.  There  3-4  of  these  small  objects  there. Then 
they  seem  to  move  up  and  away  at  a good  speed. Much  faster  then  the  red 
ball  object  did.  As  I said  before  there  were  no  clouds  in  the  area  at 
the  time.  There  was  no  sound  to  the  object  or  later  objects. You  ask 
to  try  that  experiment  v/ith  a match.  It  was  big  enough  that  a dime  v/o\ild 
just  cover  it.

. This  replies  to  your  recent  letter  concerning  your  obaervutlon 
of  an  unidentified  flying  object  on  July  26,  1967* 

Investigation  has  revealed  that  you  probably  observed  the  planet 
Venus.  At  approximately  9t30  EDT,  on  July  26,  19^7,  Venus  would 
have  been  on  an  azimuth  of  273  degrees,  at  an  elevation  of  eight 
degrees. 

You  stated,  "...  Venus  at  this  time  of  the  year  Is  not  even 
close  or  even  on  the  horizon  line."  According  to  the  American  Ephemeris 
and  Nautical  Almanac  196?,  Venus  set  at  approximately  10:00  pm,  EDT 
on  July  26,  1967*  Thus,  the  planet  would  have  been  near  the  horizon 
at  9:30  pm  EDT. 

You  also  mentioned  that  when  viewed  with  binoculars  the  object 
at  first  appeared  somewhat  fuzzy  or  blurred.  This  is  normally  expected 
since  the  images  formed  by  binocular  lenses  often  show  spherical 
aberration.
